CONTRABAND FROM HONGKONG. 


————~ 

About’ the middle of Iast ‘month says a/ 
‘Singapore jourdal, A~he German steamer Jovuna 
Fuyken, on arriving at Saigon from Hongkong, 
was searched by customs officers, who found a 
large quantity of contraband opium on board, 
‘The result was the seizure of the steamer by 
the customs authorities, Two-days afterwards 
the China, another German steamer, also from 
‘Hongkong, entered Saigon. Her. master at! 
once reported to the customs officials that he’ 


had found on board some contraband opium f. 


belonging to his comprador. Owing tohisgiving 
this information, the master of the C/#a prevent. 
ed the seizure of his vessel, and, he had the 
satisfaction of yiving the comprador into custody. 
The owners of the Emma Luyker did not let 
the case of that vessel ‘rest. [tis an admitted 
fact that‘ opium, seized there on shipboard, is 
often appraised by the ,customs far above the 
Warket value--like a fancy. article in¢ short, 
The amount of the fine and informers depends 
upon the valuation—the higher it is is’ the bet- 
ter for the informers rnd the Treasury, 
owners ‘of the Avona Luvéen have mat. this 
by asking that the opium shall be valued by 
an expert, This power of putting fancy values 
on opism leads to much wrong doing, For 
instance, a Chinaman takes passage ina steamer 
at Mongkong fox Saigon, Some scoundrel puts 
opium, mixed with molasses, amang his belong- 
ings, and then informs the Castoms officials at 
Saigon “that the passenger has’ contraband 
opium. On arrival, the poor fellow is arrested ; 
the drug is seized and valued at an enormous 


article which is actually almost vauleless, which 
never belonged ta him and which had been 
put in without his knowledge, Thus informers 
and their confederates ‘make money. “This. 
methad of gnin is said to be ‘largely practised 

at Saigon, Tt will only come to an end’when 
the customs authorities value’ truly the opium’ 
seized, ‘Informers and eeizers would then get 
Jess, and it would no longer pay to bring troub-

MORE ABOUT LOOT. 
AN EMINENT FIRM DRAGGED INTO 
THE CONTROVERSY, 


‘The Kode Chronicle of 29 ulto, says — 

In atelegram published in Monday's issue 
it was stated that'a certain ‘journal had recently 
a report that some “oat, consisting of horse: 
shoe Silver, had been discovered at H.roshima, 
Hamada and Yamaguchi,, and that three men 
had been arrested on ‘the ‘charge of making 
filse accusations in this.affair, 

‘ According to further particulars to hand, it 
appears that on the.r8th inst. Kono Tasaburo,' 
one of the men arrested, had an interview 
with the Minister of. War, and stated that one 
Isobe Asaka, who had some connection with 
General Yamaguchi, the Commander of. the, 
Hiroshima Army Division, was negotiating to 
sell toa dante of Messrs, Jardine Matheson & 
Ca. of Yokohama, named Otomo Yoriyuki, 
certain horse-shoe silver, valued dt millions of 
tnels, which General Yamaguchi and other’ 
officers under him bad brought from North: 
China. Kono added that he was a friend of 


‘Jsobe and had introduced Otomo to him. The 


Minister of War asked if the man had any 
evidence to prove the truth of his story. ‘The 
man had no authoritative evidence, and conse- 
quently his statement was received with some 
suspicion, . 

On the 2and inst, the man Kono went to the 
Minister of War ‘and again made a charge’ 
against the officers of looting, The Minister 
of War told him that he ought to give informa- 
tion tothe proper authorities if he had any 
authoritative evidence, and summoned Colonel 


|. Yamanouchi, the Commander of Gendarmerie, 


and made the man repeat the charges, Colonel 
Yamanouchi asked the man to produce evidence 
and the man went away, promising. to do so 
on the following day, . This, however, he did 
not do. ‘The suspicion that his story was false 
thus became’ a da and.on the -asth inst. 
the Procurator taid,a charge against Kono of 
‘having made false accusations against General 
Yamaguchi and other officers, -..'*
